Mayor’s appointment angers police 


August 8, 1984

Mayor Beverly McAnally’s 
appointment of John 0. Lewis 
police inspector to fill the 
spot vacated by the death of 
Robert Sullivan has caused a 
deep rift between the mayor’s 
office and the police depart¬ 
ment and has some members 
of the city council screaming 
“foul.” 

“This place is like a mor¬ 
gue,” said one Romulus police¬ 
man, who asked that his name 
be withheld to avoid repercus¬ 
sions. “Everyone is upset, be¬ 
cause not only has McAnally 
appointed a man who is totally 
unfamiliar with our system to 
be second in command, but the 
man has absolutely no com¬ 
mand experience. He’s not 
qualified for the position.” 

Sources at the police station 
say that morale is at an all- 
time low because of the 
appointment, and bitterness is 
rampant. 

“We have worked for three 


Monday night’s council meeting was held in front of a standing- 
room only audience. After much discussion and name calling, a 
motion was made by Barry Baumann for the council to officially 
recognize John Lewis as the new Romulus Police Inspector.

Classes begin Sept 17 


Adult education previewed 


Listed below are frequently- 
asked questions about adult 
education in Romulus. 

Q. When do adult classes start? 
A. Classes begin September 17, 
but adults may sign up for clas¬ 
ses from August 27-September 
21 . 

Q. Do you have to live in 
Romulus to attend? 

A. No. Adults from nearby 
cities are welcome to attend 
Romulus Adult Education. 

Q. How old do you have to be? 
A. Adults must be at least 18 
years of age by September 17 
to attend. 

Q. Can high school students 
make up extra credits by 
attending night school? 

A. No. Dual enrollments (high 
school/night school) are not 
permitted. There are no excep¬ 
tions to this rule. 

Q. How much do classes cost? 
A. Credit classes are free to 
, adults who have yet to 
( graduate. 


Q. Can high school graduates 
attend the program? 

A. Yes. For a small fee, gradu¬ 
ates over 20 years of age may 
attend. Because of an unusual 
state law, graduates under 20 
may take classes for free. 

Q. Does Romulus offer day¬ 
time adult classes? 

A. Yes. Classes for adults are 
offered during the day at for¬ 
mer South Junior High, Olive 
St. 

Q. What is the difference be¬ 
tween a G.E.D. certificate and 
a high school diploma? 

A. A G.E.D. certificate is is¬ 
sued by the State of Michigan if 
an adult can pass the national 
G.E.D. (General Education De¬ 
velopment) test. A Romulus 
high school diploma is issued to 


adults who accumulate 16 units 
of credit in specified areas. A 
diploma and certificate are 
usually considered equivalent, 
but there is an increasing 
tendency for employers and 
colleges to require an official 
diploma. 

Q. Does Romulus offer the 
G.E.D. test? 

A. Romulus is a licensed 
G.E.D. test center. Adults who 
sign up for classes may take 
the test free. 

Q. How can I learn more about 
Romulus Adult Education? 

A. If you have further ques¬ 
tions, please call 941-0610. 
Adults may enroll at former 
South Junior High during the 
day or Romulus Senior High at 
night.

spokesperson. “Who wouldn’t 
be upset, first, because you see 
that it doesn’t matter how well 
you' dd your job here, there 
aren’t any promotions avail¬ 
able, and second, because you 
have a man who, in the abs¬ 
ence of Chief Flood will head 
the department, and has no ex¬ 
perience in command.” 

According to section 4.14 of 
the Romulus Charter, while the 
mayor has the right to appoint 
all department heads (such as 
Chief Flood), “Each depart¬ 
ment head shall hire the neces¬ 
sary employees for his or her 
department.” 

“There’s no doubt in my 
mind that the mayor has 
violated the charter,” said 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry. 
“I view this as a political 
payoff and as a possible pre¬ 
lude to getting the Wayne

County Sheriff’s Department 
back in Romulus and abo¬ 
lishing our own police depart¬ 
ment. What it comes down to is 
this: do you want them to do 
the job in a responsible way or 
do you want a puppet?” 

According to McAnally, she 
“felt remote from the police 
department and wants to re¬ 
medy the situation.” When 
queried as to if her appoint¬ 
ment — against the wishes of 
Chief Donald Flood — meant 
that there was no one qualified 
within the ranks to fill the posi¬ 
tion, McAnally stated: “Not for 
all the things I wanted. I want 
to be sure that there will be 
someone down there who will 
listen to the people that come 
in. The public is not satisfied 
with the department. I get an 
average of three calls a week 
from citizens complaining ab¬ 
out our police officer®'”, 

A check w.tii su' ounding 
communities as to the number 
of similar complaints revealed 
that three a week is quite low. 
Flood maintains that “by de¬ 
finition, police are not very 
popular people until you need 
,.them. There will always be peo¬ 
ple who don’t think they should 


get a ticket for going ‘only’ ten 
miles over the speed limit.” 

“I know she’s the boss, but I 
don’t have time to just sit 
around and talk. I do my job.” 
said Flood. 

Chief Flood says that he feels 
very strongly that there are 
qualified people in the depart¬ 
ment that should have received 
the promotion. 

“This is strictly a political 
appointment, a favor returned, 
because he (Lewis) cam¬ 
paigned for the mayor during 
the last election,” said another 
source at the station who re¬ 
quested anonymity. “Everyone 
here has worked from scratch 
to build this department, and 
then someone new comes in as 
second in command? It stinks. 

“I’m sure this will force our 
chief out — it’s a rather 
obscene slap in the face, this 
appointment — and that will 
undoubtedly cause even more 
friction between our depart¬ 
ment and the mayor. Mr. 
Lewis may well be a great guy, 
but he isn’t qualified for this posi¬ 
tion.” 

But, there’s enough wrong 
with this without even getting 
into personal qualifications. I 
know for a fact that everyone in 
the department, with the possi- 
bile exception of one or two, feels 
this way. And that’s because 
they’ve had trouble with Flood or 
Sullivan.” 


“yes, they did contribute to my 
campaign, but they also contri¬ 
buted the same amount to my 
opponent.” 

Mayor Pro-Tern Mary Ann 
Banks stated that she “feels 
very strongly that our police 
department has matured 
enough that there are qualified 
residents. I also disagree with 
the remarks that the residents 
aren’t happy with our force; to 
the contrary, I hear very good 
things about them, and I'm out 
in the community a lot. 

“Mr. Lewis is a fine gentle¬ 
man, I’ve know him for quite 
awhile, but I just don’t feel he 
is qualified for this position, 
and even if he was, I think the 
position should have been filled 
from within. By rights, the 
position should have been Chief 
Flood’s to make. I read the 
charter as stating that it was 
the department head’s choice. ” 

•‘Political appointments are not 
unheard of and I have no problem 
with them as long as the person is 
qualified. And I don’t think John 
Lewis is, certainly not more than 
some of those within the ranks of 
our police department,” said 

Banks. . 

According to McAnally, she 

and Flood had discussed the 
position, and both agreed to 
postpone any decision until the 
mayor returned from her vaca¬ 
tion in California. 

“In my absence. Chief Flood 
sent a letter to my personnel 
director, a letter requesting au¬ 
thorization to make the 
appointment. I felt betrayed.” 

In the letter, dated July 27, 
Flood stated that he had inter¬ 
viewed Lewis for the position 
and found him a good man, but 
“ In my opinion Mr. Lewis does 
not possess the qualifications 
desirable of a high ranking 
command officer.” There is no 
mention of appointing anyone 


“I don’t think any department head has the 
right to hire anyone they want. The mayor, 
being the city’s top executive, has the right 
to choose who she feels is best.”

McAnally admitted that 
Lewis, who ran unsuccessfully 
for city council in the last elec¬ 
tion, campaigned for her, but 
added that she “probably 
helped him more than he 
helped me.” When asked about 
contributions to her campaign 
by the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
organization, McAnally said 


at that immediate time, but it 
does say “I hereby request au¬ 
thorization to appoint someone 
to the position.” 

“It’s ridiculous to think I was 
going behind her back,” said 
Flood, - because I can’t appoint 
or hire anyone without her OK. 
It was just for her when she got

back to see right away that I 
had interviewed Lewis.’* 

According to sources, McA- 
nally then sent a letter to 
Flood’s office saying that 
Lewis was the new inspector. 

•‘It’s really a shame,” con¬ 
tends one officer, “because the 
police department is in a no- 
win situation. If he stays, 
morale is bad and, if he goes, 
there’ll still be this rift between 
Me Anally and the department. 
Chief Flood has always gone 
out of his way to avoid things 
like this, to keep the depart¬ 
ment out of politics. Instead, he 
stays away from controversy 
and runs a good department in 
a very professional manner. 
And now this.” 

Me Anally contends that “reli¬ 
able sources” informed her 
that Flood was not going to 
promote from within the ranks 
anyway, and that he intended 
to promote Arthur Latz, also 


with the Wayne County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department. 

“That’s absurd,” said Flood. 
“I really cannot imagine where 
a statement like that could 
have come from. I’ve known 
Latz for years but no, he was 
never considered for this post.” 

When asked if she had inter¬ 
viewed anyone else for the 
position, McAnally said no. “I 
sent my man to him (Flood). I 
think the department will be 
the better for what I have done. 
If Chief Flood had wanted me 
to interview his lieutenants, he 
should have sent them to me.” 

According to McAnally, 
another problem with the 
police department is the lack of 
sergeants on duty at all times. 

“That’s true, but it isn’t a 
problem,” says Flood. “There 
are times when a sergeant isn’t 
on duty at night, and it totals 
up to eight hours a week. But, 
during those times, the senior 
patrol officer takes over those 


Lewis introduced 


Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally has announced that 
the position of police inspec¬ 
tor, which recently became 
vacant due to the death of In¬ 
spector Robert Sullivan, has 
been filled by John 0. Lewis. 

A Romulus resident, Lewis, 
47, has spent the last 15 years 
as a deputy in the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
serving in the jail and on road 
patrol. From 1974 to 1980 
Lewis represented the Sher¬ 
iff’s Department as Youth 
Officer in the City of Romulus 
and Huron Township. After 
the Department lost the city 
contract due to cutbacks on 
the road patrol, Lewis was 
assigned to Metro Airport and 
served there until March of 
this year when he was 
assigned to the Executive Di¬ 
vision of Wa3me County Sher¬ 
iff, Robert Ficano, where he 
performed community rela¬ 
tions duties. 


While making the appoint¬ 
ment McAnally said, “Often 
past administrations have 
been criticized for going out¬ 
side the community for qual¬ 
ified professional employees. 
I’m proud to say that we have 
a qualified professional right 
here in Romulus and to over¬ 
look him would be a slight to 
the citizens of Romulus.’" 

On his appointment, Lewis 
said “On my part, I made this 
decision because I care about 
the community. I’ve worked 
hard for the betterment of 
Romulus. I'm here to do a job, 
the controversy is more or 
less political. I haven’t run 
into any resentment, so far all 
of my feedback has been posi¬ 
tive. As far as not having com¬ 
mand experience, any orga¬ 
nization you go into is diffe¬ 
rent. What it comes down to is 
common sense, and acting 
accordingly.”

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duties, and they’ve had experi¬ 
ence at it. This usually happens 
when one of the sergeants is 
on vacation. Our system is pat¬ 
terned after the state police 
force.” 

Councilman Noah P. Berger¬ 
on said of the appointment: “I 
don’t like it. I think Mr. Lewis 
is a very personable man, but 
as far as I’m concerned, this 
move is purely political. If the 
mayor wants that kind of con¬ 
trol, why doesn’t she just 
appoint herself police chief 
then? 

“That’s the reason we have 
department heads, to run the 
departments,” said Bergeron, 
“why should the members of 
the department be out there 
busting their behinds trying to 
better themselves only to have 
the mayor bring in a political 
appointment? This sets a 
dangerous precedent that will 
give our police force doubts as 
to whether they have a future 
here. 

“There’s no way she can jus¬ 
tify what she’s done except that 

‘Mr. Lewis is a fine 
gentleman, but I just 
don’t feel he is qual¬ 
ified for this position, 
and, even if he was, i 
think it should have 
been filled from 
within.’

she needs a stool pigeon 
there,” said Bergeron. 

According to McAnally, she 
hired Lewis for the position be¬ 
cause he is a Romulus resident, 
has 15 years of experience with 
the sheriff’s office, has experi¬ 
ence dealing with the citizens 
of Romulus and because he is 
black. 

“Romulus is 20 percent black 
and there are no blacks in com¬ 
mand positions. There is now,” 
McAnally said. 

Raspberry, the lone black 
council member, took excep¬ 
tion to the statement, saying 
that “color should not be a fac¬ 
tor here, nor should personal¬ 
ity. The policy of this city with 
regards to promoting police 
officials has been to have an 
outside group test them. That’s 
how it’s done. And those best 
qualified move up. And if the 
mayor is concerned about race, 
why did she fire the only black 
department head Romulus had, 
Nita Johnson, who was Person¬ 
nel Director, and replace her 
with a bus driver?” said Rasp¬ 
berry. 

Councilman Barry Baumann 
supports McAnally’s appoint¬ 
ment, and says that in his opin¬ 
ion, “the mayor was within her 
rights according to the charter. 

“I don’t think any depart¬ 
ment head has a right to hire

anyone they want. I think the 
mayor, being the city’s top ex¬ 
ecutive has the right to choose 
who she feels is best,” said 
Baumann. 

“I’m going on the assumption 
that the mayor is the chief ex¬ 
ecutive and also head law en¬ 
forcement officer.” 

According to Baumann, 
“some of the police are upset, 
but it’s probably because it 
gives the mayor one of her peo¬ 
ple there. But I know that some 
of the patrolmen have been 
very upset with inconsistencies 
in the department and were de¬ 
lighted that they were getting 
someone fresh in there. They 
were relieved that someone 
new was coming in ” 

Another source at the station 


denied those allegations, saying 
that “there may be one person 
who’s happy, but he’s never 
happy with anything — a con¬ 
stant complainer. How can 
someone say that people are 
happy to have the chance for a 
promotion taken away?” 

“I think there are a lot of 
people making a big deal out of 
this,” said councilman Alan 
Lambert. “I think that if 
Mayor McAnally hired the 
man, then as the mayor of 
Romulus she has both the pow¬ 
er and the right to do so. I 
don’t think the charter is an 
issue, I think some council 
members are interpreting it in 
a way that it becomes an issue. 
I’m with the mayor all the way on 
this one.” 


When asked about the rumor 
circulating to the effect that 
Flood may retire because of 
the alleged breach of power, he 
responded “no comment.” 

“It’ll be a sad day for Romu¬ 
lus if Chief Flood does leave,” 
says Raspberry. “He’s as dedi¬ 
cated to this police force as one 
can be — after all. he formed 
it. He’s a good man, and a very 
professional one. He’s tried to 
stay out of politics to make 
sure everyone got a fair shake, 
but this time he was rudely 
thrown in. It’s a shame. 

“I would call this a clear cut 
case of cronyism with total dis¬ 
regard for the charter, and I 
hope she doesn’t get away with 
it,” said Raspberry.

The proposed merger has been the subject of 
considerable discussion and debate; recently 
: more than 200 residents gathered at a public hear¬ 
ing on the issue. Support for the plan has been 
overwhelming to date and with good reason. 

The proposal will serve the best interests of the 
students in each of the districts involved. 

For 2,300 Cherry Hill students the annexation 
will improve educational opportunities while de¬ 
creasing the millage rate. Such a merger would 
bolster a declining student enrollment in the 
Wayne-Westland district, delaying the closing of a 
junior high school until the 1990’s. Crestwood offi¬ 
cials view the plan as a move toward the forma¬ 
tion of one school district for the city of Dearborn

The ongoing athletic performances at the 
Los Angeles Olympiad should be an inspira¬ 
tion and a role model for us all — not only to 
prompt us to a keener awareness of our 
physical capabilities, but in our personal 
lives as well. 

To see what can be achieved, to under¬ 
stand the sublimation of pain, fatigue, 
adversity, competition and bad luck to the 
total desire to win is beyond the imagina¬ 
tions of many of us. That’s too bad. The ex¬ 
emplary achievements and performances of 
the Olympic athletes should speak to us all, 
giving us pause to wonder why we do not 
achieve more in our individual lives. 

It is most apparent that the Olympic 
athletes were willing, above all else, to pay 
the price for excellence. They each have a 
belief in their own ability to win. Their confi¬ 
dence is nearly tangible as they participate 
in their chosen events, bathed in sweat and 
obviously fatigued.“I can and I will” seems 
to scream silently from the soul of each well- 
conditioned and disciplined body. 

How little the rest of us use what the Lord 
gave us all to work with is blatantly evident 
watching these athletic endeavors. These 
young champions master what most of 
us would never dream of attempting. How 
very sad. 

Why are there so many pessimists who 
pride themselves in announcing all that can¬ 
not be done. They are the first to tell you 
that the glass is half empty. An Olympian 
would say it’s half full. These pessimistic 
“realists” know all the reasons something 
won’t work — they know there isn’t enough 
time, isn’t enough help. You can always 
count on them to tell you that the task is 
impossible, and once in a while, they will 
even admit that it can’t be done because they 
don’t know how. An Olympian would tell you 
he or she doesn’t know how — but that 
doesn’t mean they can’t find out. 

It doesn’t surprise me that athletes of 


either sex who apply for jobs score points 
with prospective employers. The “brainless 
jock” mentality is a thing of the past. 
Athletes understand team work, competi¬ 
tive spirit and the will to win. 

I’ve heard that within every success, the 
seeds of failure are already sown. If we 
pause to wallow in our momentary succes¬ 
ses, failure and defeat have a chance to 
catch up and position themselves to over¬ 
take us. 

I’m always troubled by those who pause 
too long. Had Benoit stopped at 20 miles to 
congratulate herself for taking an early lead 
in the first women’s Olympic marathon, she 
would not have walked away with the gold 
medal. Her concentration, determination 
and machine-like drive toward her goal won 
her victory. Distractions were everywhere 
for her ... the crowd, the competition, the 
media and cameras, recent knee surgery, 
the heat. She focused, channeled her energy 
and just kept on going. 

Why don’t more of us learn that type of 
discipline in our everyday lives? 

The Olympic athletes obviously know how 
to blend together a combination of practice, 
rest, competition, nourishment, sleep and 
training, training, training. 

Can you imagine what folks like you and I 
could accomplish if we applied ourselves 
with their dedication and courage? The will 
to win means seeing what is possible, deter¬ 
mining that you can do it, establishing a plan 
that will get you to your goal, applying your¬ 
self to the task, preparing yourself to go the 
distance, overcoming obstacles, playing 
over pain and, above all, paying the price in 
time and energy. 

Each of us can win, in whatever pursuit we 
determine worthy of such dedication, if we 
will it!

Boxers are taught to go for the chin. Television 
wrestlers grab whatever they get their hands on. 
Next Sunday some 50 drivers will go for their oppo¬ 
nents’ radiator. Repeatedly. 

Nobody plays favorites at a demolition derby. It’s 
a dog eat dog world of crashes, caved-in fenders andi 
shattered dreams. When all the excitement has died 
down at the Wayne County 4-H Fairgrounds on Quirk 
Road Sunday night, one junker, er car, will be left 
running. The winner will have several hundred dol¬ 
lars in his or her jeans and a ride home. Junkyards 
will claim heaps of trash that need a place of rest. 

“These (competing) cars will look like junkers to 
most,’’ says the local king of the demolition derby, 
Ellwood “Sonny” Hall of Belleville. “But they have 
had some mechanical modification that will cost 
time and money. Wheel wells are cut away so tires 
are not easily trapped by caved-in fenders. Then 
they remove all glass, trim and moulding and install 
a small armored gas tank.” 


If anyone knows about smashing strategy, it’s 
Hall, the president of U.S.A. Demolition Derby and 
promoter of the upcoming derby at the Fairgrounds 
as well as some 32 other shows this summer across 
Michigan. In his nine years of staging such contests. 
Hall has seen a few autos taken off the streets 
(thankfully) and has witnessed a few injuries, most¬ 
ly of the whiplash variety. 

Approximately 50 competitors will do battle in 
front of the grandstand beginning at 7 p.m. in pre¬ 
liminary heats. Tickets are priced at $4 for adults 
and $2 for children, not bad since the only places 
known for featuring more wrecking are the corners 
of Michigan Avenue and Venoy, or Cherry Hill and 
Wayne Road. 

Last year Harvey Keebler of Howell drove a Ply¬ 
mouth wagon to survival, outlasting local heat win¬ 
ners Richard Sliva, Bryan Neely, Joseph Randolph 
of Belleville and Amy Foster of Romulus, who cap¬ 
tured the annual Powder Puff crown for women. 
This year the stakes include $800 in cash and prizes, 
almost enough to resurrect my ’73 Buick Century 
from the world of the great auto beyond. 

“The best cars are from ’71 thru ’76,” Hall ex¬ 
plains. “There’s a number of good models ... GM 
station wagons. Fords, Chryslers. You’ve gotta re¬ 
member that there’s not a lot of speed in this sport, 


mostly maneuvering.” 

Preparation, and a $15 entry fee, are critical. 

“The stock gas tank is removed for safety,” he 
notes. “Holes are cut in hoods for cooling and to 
make it easier to extinguish engine fires. The hood is 
wired or chained shut and the engine is chained 
down to keep it from falling out when the motor 
mounts break. Oversized tires are used for better 
traction.” 

Don’t do your homework and you’re liable to draw 
the jeers of what usually is quite a vocal crowd. Hall 
says that it’s the crowd that is the “blood and guts of 
car wrecking.” 

For Hall the demolition season starts in June and 
culminates with the crowning of a state champion in 


September. He visits plenty of Michigan fairs in be¬ 
tween. 

“Demolition derbies have grown in popularity 
since the mid-60’s,” Hall points out. “A few years 
ago an event on the West coast featured Indianapolis 
500 drivers bashing into each other with Rolls 
Royces and a fleet of new American luxury autos. 
While I doubt there’ll be any Rolls Royces in Belle¬ 
ville, the drivers will have their favorite cars.” 

Further information on the demolition derby can 
be obtained by calling 483-0574. Hall, by the way, 
operates a body shop in Belleville while he’s not on 
the road with his demolition duties.

The 800 meter run will never be the 
same. 

And the world can thank — or blame 
— Earl Jones of Inkster. 

The 20-year-old Eastern Michigan 
University track sensation proved to 
the coaching world that the 800 meter 
run can be a sprint. 

And he forced the “old men” of the 
event — Steve Ovett, 26, of Great Bri¬ 
tain who won the gold medal in the 800 
at the Moscow Olympiad and Ovett’s 
teammate, Sebastian Coe, 25, who 
held the world record for the event, 
and reigning 800-meter Olympic 
champ, Joaquin Cruz of Brazil to 
“think fast” and change strategy or 
fade into oblivion. 

Faced with the challenge of earn¬ 
ing his niche among the interna¬ 
tionally great, Jones launched his bid 
for immortality by sprinting into the 
front of the field and holding on to the 
end. The strategy has brought him 
success and fame. 

It has worked for this youngest star 
of the 800 who survived two prelimin¬ 
ary heats and the semi-finals of the 
XXIII Olympiad held in Los Angeles. 

With a record 90,000 fans jammed in 
the Los Angeles Coliseum and with 
millions of TV viewers here and 
around the world watching the race 
via satellite, Jones didn’t disappoint 
his loyal followers. He made history. 

Monday night’s classic confronta¬ 
tion in the finals of the 800-meters 
together the world’s best. Along with 
Jones, who was cursed with the onus of 
running in Lane One, were Italy’s 
finest, Donato Sabia, in Lane Two; 
Coe, of Great Britain lined up in Lane 
Three, Billy Konchellah of Kenya, a 
pre-race favorite, was alloted Lane 
Four; Johnny Gray, Jones’ running- 
mate from the United States, was in 
Lane Five. and Joaquin Cruz of Brazil, 
was in Lane Six, while Ovett of Great 
Britain and Edwin Koech of Kenya 
were in Lane Seven and Eight, respec¬ 
tively. 

After the eight runners jockeyed for 
positions during the first 100 meters, 
Cruz and Coe with Jones breathing 
down their necks, set the pace. 

A painter could not have found a bet¬ 
ter subject to place on his canvas. 

Like a ray of light each runner 
streaked toward the finish line, 
apparitions coming alive as the mad¬ 
dening cheers of the crowd erupted in 
the coliseum. 

The screams didn’t die even after 
Cruz crossed the finish line in a record¬ 
setting 1:43.0 followed by the English¬ 
man, Coe, (1:43.64) and the young 
athlete from Inkster, Jones, who was 
clocked in 1:43.88 — the best ever in 
the event posted by an American. 

The bridge had been crossed. 

Unmistakably, Cruz was the best in 
the world in the 800 at the 1984 Olym¬ 
piad in Los Angeles. 

But make no mistake, in 1988, when 
the athletes of the world assemble for 
the XXIV Olympiad, look for the name 
of Earl Jones of Inkster to be en- 
scribed in gold.

Jones comes home with bronze

Earl Jones of Inkster proved to the 
world that he is among the best and 
fastest runners in the world. 

Before 90,000 fans sweltering in near 
90 degree heat at the Los Angelas Col¬ 
iseum and millions of TV viewers, 
Jones emerged from a field of seven 
internationally renowned 800-meter 
run stars to capture the bronze medal 
at the 23rd Olympiad. 

Only a fraction of a second before 
Inkster’s favorite son crossed the fin¬ 
ish line, two other runners — Joaquin 
Cruz of Brazil and Sebastian Coe of 
Great Britain had left their footprints 
there. 

Cruz won the coveted Olympic Gold 
Medal in a record-shattering 1:43.0, 
beating Sebastian Coe, who held the 
world’s record for the event. C)ruz’ 1:43 
flat established a new Olympic record 
for the 800 meters. 

It was the “greatest and fastest 800- 


meter run in the history of the event”, 
according to the commentators. 

Unavailable for comment after the 
event, Jones disappeared. His time of 
1:43.88 is the fastest any American has 
run the event. 

“He is disappointed that he didn’t 
win the event,” said Dennis Shilling- 
ford, a former coach, “but extremely 
pleased that he has the bronze. Earl is 
great — just great. We’re all proud of 
him. He’s a winner.” 

Jones, who turned 20 on July 17, had 
the disadvantage of being in Lane 1 in 
a field of eight finalists. The field was 
labeled as “the fastest over-all field in 
the history of the 800 meter run.” Run¬ 
ning next to Jones in Lane 2 was Dona¬ 
to Sabia of Italy; Sebastian Coe of 
Great Britain was in Lane 3 while Billy 
Konchellah of Kenya was alloted Lane 
4. 

The rest of the impressive field con¬ 
sisted of Johnny Gray of the United 
States (Santa Monica) in Lane 5; Joa¬ 


quin Cruz of Brazil in Lane 6; Steve 
Ovett of Great Britain was in Lane 7, 
while rounding out the field in Lane 8 
was Edwin Koech of Kenya. 

Prior to the preliminary heats, 
Jones was not even considered as a 
medal contender. The experts 
had picked Coe, Cruz and Peter Elliott 
of Great Britain to finish in the run¬ 
ning. Elliott was wiped out in the pre¬ 
liminary heat. 

Cruz surprised the experts as he 
went right for the lead immediately 
after the starting gun. He took com¬ 
mand with Ovett and Johnny Gray 
breathing down his neck. Jones hug¬ 
ged the inside track and sat in fourth, 
biding his time. He moved into the 
third slot before the initial 200-meters 
was completed. 

Cruz had a tough time maintaining 
the lead as Gray and Coe continued to 


challenge with Jones right in the pack. 
Jones moved past the quickly fading 
Gray to take command of third place 
but found himself “boxed in” and un¬ 
able to find the extra strength to over¬ 
come Cruz’s marginal lead. 

Coe came through the outside to take 
over second as Cruz crossed the finish 
line in a new Olympic record time of 
1:43.0. Jones finished third. 

Cruz, who had earlier in the year 
captured the NCAA titles in both the 
800 and 1500 meters as a student from 
the University of Oregon, told the audi¬ 
ence that he knew from watching 
Jones that he was in a “battle to the 
finish line”. 

At 20, Earl Jones’ is the youngest 
runner in the fastest 800-meter, run 
field ever assembled in Olympic his¬ 
tory. 

He’ll be back.
